Board of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions announced today that its pruden- 
tial committee had accepted n report of 
the sub-commitiee recommending'the ac- 
ceptance of the gift of $100,000 by John 
D. Rockefeller, but that final action on 
the matter had been postponed for two 
weeks. 


The report of the sub-committee, in 


the language of a statement issued by 
the board today, "was received and ac- 
cepted as 
expressing 
the unanimous 


judgment of the prudential committee 
and the executive officers," and was to 
the effect that the committee could not 
accede to the protest of those -who ob- 
jected to the acceptance of the gift. 


The report also stated that the gift 


was offered by 
Mr. 
Rockefeller 
and 


unanimously accepted by the prudential 
committee on February 14 last. It says 
that in accepting the gift the committee 
followed the universal . custom of 
the 


church in the past "in receiving upon its 
altars the gift* of all who were moved 
to lay them tliereon."

ST. PETERSBURG, March 29.—The Associated Press is in a position to announce that a<step 


in the direction of peace actually has been taken. 


Russia has indirectly made known to Japan the negative conditions upon which peace may be 


concluded, namely, no concession of territory and no indemnity, leaving Japan to determine whether 
negotiations can be begun upon that basis." 
' 


Xo reply from Japan has yet reached the Russian government. 
The above represents practically all the facts obtainable. Through what channel or channels 


Russia has indirectly communicated with Ja.pan the Associated Press is not in a position to state defin- 
itely, although there is reason to believe that it is through the United. States. 
It is practically cer- 


tain that France and possibly Great Britain, as the two allies of the belligerents, ajid the United States, 
as the country acting for Japan, have been apprised of Russia's position. 


Last night's rumors that President Roosevelt had tendered his good offices to both parties are 


incorrect. The President's frie'nclly disposition and perfect willingness to undertake to open negotia- 
tions, however, are well understood here, and without asking directly that they be communica.ted 
to 


Japan, Russia could make known to President Roosevelt, through Ambassador Cassini, the conditions 
to which she could not agree, while thus giving Japan an opportunity of knowing officially what the 
basis of peace negotiations must be. Russia avoids the- attitude of suing for peace or actually sub- 
mitting proposals, and besides places the United States and Great Britain a.nd the powers generally 
in a position where they could offer Japan advice as to the reasonableness of the proposed basis. 


Having been apprised of Russia's position Japan has two alternatives, either to decline abso- 


lutely to open negotiations on such a basis or indicate her own attitude. It the negotiations are opened 
Russia probably will be prepared to make broad concessions on collateral issues as stated by the As- 
sociated Press. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 29, 2 p. m.—Russia's attitude was described today by a prominent 


diplomat as follows : 


''The government is now for peace, b'^ continues to prepare for war."

FRED M, CAMPBELL 
1DIES IN WASHINGTON 


Schools For a Great 


Many Years, 


A telegram was received from Wash- 


ington Ijisl ni^ht announcing the death 
in that city of Fred M. Campbell, the 
well-known educator ana pioneer res- 
ident of Oakland. 


Although Mr. Campbell had been ail- 


ing for some time, still the news of his 
death came as a great shock to his 
family and friends. 


Fred Campbell was one of the best 


known men in Oakland, and his friends 
were legion. Always courteous and po- 
lite, the friend of the-poor and down- 
trodden, generous to a. fault Mr. Camp- 
bell had a host of friends throughout 
the State. 


"When he was City Superintendent of 


Schools and when he was State Super- 
intendent of Schools no one applied to 
him for assistance that he did not give 
if it was in his power. He was just 
as strong a friend to the teacher with 
if it was in his power. He wus just as 
strong a friend to the teacher without 
influence as he was to the teacher who 
had influential backing.

with his accustomed-energy and Indus- 
try. 
Consulting former superintend- 


ents and the best teachers, the highest 
educational wisdom.was embodied In 
the new laws, and the committees of 
both branches of the Legislature adopt- 
ed and recommended them.

required a prodigious amount of watch- 


ing, 
care and urging

passed. The flies were crowded with 
Important bills and many were never 
reached, but the school 
laws 
were 


passed. 


After the passage of the laws came 


the work ol their execution. In this, 
as In all the work committed to his 
hands, Mr. Campbell acquitted himself 
with great credit. 


Rev. Jesse Wood, former Superinten- 


dent of Schools of Butte county, once 
said of Mr. Campbell: 


"Hon. Fred M. Campbell came to the 


office of State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction at a time when none 
but a master could have done himself 
credit in it—when it needed a mastei 
to adjust the law to the new order of 
things and administer the new order 
until regularity and symmetry came 
out of the chaos which the new consti- 
tution produced. I am a little enthu» 
lastic in my admiration of the success 
which he has had in accomplishing the 
many difficult tasks which have been 
committed to his hands.

I have been teaching In Cali- 
fornia under four State Superintend- 
ents, and have held my present office 
under two." 


HE WAS A POWER. 


In all the varied duties ol his office, 


in county institutes, among teacftars 
and school officers, everywhere, he was 
a living power, stirring all to enthus- 
iasm in the work ol education. In ex- 
offlcio places, on the Board of Regents 
of the State University, or that of the 
Normal School, he did his whole fluty. 


After Mr. Campbell left the Stat^ 


office he came to Oakland and was 
again 
elected 
Superintendent 
of 


Schools. He was subsenquently suc- 
ceeded by J. W. McClymonds, the in- 
cumbent. 


When V. H. Metcalf was elected to 


Congress Mr. Campbell became his sec- 
retary. Subsequently he' was given a 
position 
in 
Washington. 
, Several 


months ago Mr. Campbell married Mrs. 
H. M. L. Walker in San Francisco. 


He leaves a widow and five children 


by his first marriage, Andrew Camp- 
bell of Vallejo, Miss Mamie Campbell, 
principal of the Grove Street school, 
Mrs. W. M. Gassaway of Oakland, Mrs. 
Harry Roche of this city, and Marston 
Campbell of Honolulu. The remains 
will be brought to Oakland for Inter- 
ment.

Taylor took

year-old child by a former marriage 
and gave it to the landlady with in- 


structions to care for it, as he was go- 
ing to kill himself. 


He then went into a room and shot 


himself. 


George Short, a brother of the bride, 


stated this afternoon that Taylor was 
insanely jealous of his wife. He says 
that if she even looked at a man on 
the street her husband accused her of 
flirting with him, and as a result there 
was a constant quarrel. 


Little or no hope is held out for 


Taylor's recovery. 
In his pocket he 


had a life, insurance policy for 53,000 
in the Brotherhood of America.n Yeo- 
man of Point Richmond. In this pol- 
icy his age is put as twenty-seven, and 
the policy is made payable to his bro- 
ther, William P. Taylor of 4109 % East 
Sixth street, Kansas City. 


When he arrived at the hospital his 


words were incoherent further than he 
kept saying, "Mamie, why did you do 
so?"; "Baby, please let me go." The 
bullet was fired from a large calibre 
revolver of cheap make and the bullet 
entered just above the left nipple, but 
missed the heart.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 29.—John 


3. Montgomery, inventor, who gives 
wings to man and lets him fly with 
the birds, has faced 
the 
scientific 


world for years in defense of the fund- 
amental principles involved in the 
flight of man through air. 


This unassuming man, alone, and 


only with the sustaining power of a 
great mind, has said to the scientists, 
"This is so," and, in their ponderous 
way, the scientists said, "You are mis- 
taken." He wrote reams and reams of 
treatise 
supporting his contention; 


they were consigned to the waste- 
paper baskets of scientific editors. 
But no shears or blue pencil could 
eradicate the fixed idea. He worked 
on and on—and he lives today to see 
his pupil soaring on high like a but- 
terfly, and dipping down like a hawk, 
and gliding through space as if wings 
were the natural clothing of man. And 
he says to the world-scientific, "See, I 
have proved my theory." 


So that much of the problem is solv- 


ed. Now it rerrfains for you and your 
neighbor to run out your aeroplane in 
the morning and fly away to your 
daily toil. And this may come, and 
not very far distant, either. The prob- 
lem 
of equilibrium and guidance of 


aerial man has been solved. That is 
the thing that has defied the world 
for centuries. 


MAKES NO PREDICTIONS. 


Professor Montgomery is too modest. 


"I make no predictions," he says. "The 
only safe thing to do is to show what 
has actually been done." 


And he will not tell you of Captain

win brouglit forth the 
"California Ar- 


row," 
the balloon-airship that Hew at the 


St. Louis Exposition and later in Cali- 
fornia. 
Captain Baldwin was under con- 


tract to Professor Montgomery at Santa 
Clar- College before the birth of the Ar- 
row. 
He was engaged to take up the 
Montgomery aeroplane by means of a 
balloon, and, when sufficiently high from 
the surface, to cut loose the balloon and 
glide to earth in the aeroplane. Buldwin 
was a guest of the fathe:s at Santa Clara 
College for three w^eks.

watched 
Professor Montgomery while nie aero- 
plane was being amde. One Gay he dis- 
appeared. Then came the announcement 
of his discovery of a very excellent rud- 
der for his airboat. He was given due 
credit by the world, and. for a time, him- 
self gave the credit to Montgomery. Tho 
very excellent rudder was the result of 
the principles laid down by Montgomery. 
Professor Montgomery has not given 
the world a full and cornplet description 
of his aeroplane. 
He has good reason 
for wlthmjlding it for the past, but in 
due time all will be known. 
The patient 
rights here and abroad will then have 
been perfected and no infringement or 
pilfering can happen. 


THE 
AEROPLANE DESCRIBED. 


But one can watch a butterflv and see 
upon what principle 
the 
aeroplane 
is 
made. In its essence it has but one pair 
of wings, divided into two parts. One of 
these narts is in back, nnother in front. 
Neither is wholly 
dependent upon 
th-j 
other, but each is aided by the other. 
And when the operator desires to swoop 
downward he does so by operating the 


tips of the wings, as does a bird.' One tin 
goes slanting upward, tne other in the op- 
posite direction, and the drop is made. 
To circle around it is very much like 
f inding a, horse or riding horseback or a 
icycle. - The 
instinctive 
principle 
of 
equilibrium and 
balance is maintained 
throughout. The operator sits in a frame 
suspended from the wings and the tips 
are worked while he occupies the small 
saddle-seat made for him. 
The aeroplane has no motive power. It 
is flown, not by the wind, for it operates 
with and against the wlrxd, but by air 
forces that have never been controlled un- 
til Professor Montgomery broke them to 
harness. 
"Let 
me say," remarked Professor 
Montgomery, "that this is not an airship: 
it is an aeroplane. But it is the basis of 
an airship. I have my hopes— but other 
men have had hopes and failed. 
Some 
have died. I shall wait. 
Before Lilien- 
thal. you know, men tried to fly. There 
are ancient accounts of the attempts." 


WARMETARY'S 


ANNUAL REPORT 


LONT>ON, March 29—In the House of 


Commons today Secretary of War Ar- 
nold Forster. on a motion in the commit- 
tee of army estimates, made his annual 
statement. 
He defended the policy of 
the War Office, and said that the record 
of his administration, showed a number 
of changes looking to he placing of the 
army on an efficient war footing. 
The 
regular army could not be reduced Great 
Britain was the only country in the world 
which was obliged to maintain an army 
on a war footing in times of peace. The 
danger of an invasion was not real. The 
principal duty of the British army was 
to fight across the seas and defend fron- 
tie^s. 
They must eliminate the idea of 
competition with great military countiros 
of the world and should merely apply 
their whole attention to supplying- an 
army capable of defending the frontiers. 
The lesson of the Russo-Japanese war 
was that quality and not quantity pro- 
duced success in modern warfare.

Bryan likes Folk. He has' taken sever- 
al opportunities to show his favor. The' 
attachment is reciprocated as much 
as is possible in the exigency which 
makes them rival claimants for the 
Presidential candidacy. Bryan is not 
saying- or intimating that he himself 
seeks the nomination in 1908, but the 
indications point to him as a proba- 
bility. He stands in the background, 
while Folk will figure in the role of an 
avowed Presidency seeker. 


This role gives a 
significance to 


Folk's preference to Chicago for New 
York as the place at which he will 
make, his advent as a national figure. 
The Governor belongs to the Bryan 
wing of the .party. 
He 
is against 


Cleveland and all his 
works. Folk's 


friends have said this 
manv 
times. 


They said it at 
the time of the St. 


Louis convention of 1904. Folk him- 
self proclaims it now. If he gets the 
nomination in 190S his appeal for the 
support will be to the Western rather 
than to the Eastern section of the par- 
ty. Despite such reform 
as he may 


make or unmake in the interval be- 
tween now and the opening of the next 
national convention, the anti-Bryan 
faction of the. Democracy will take 
pains to fight Folk if his name, as 
seems probable, should be presented in 
that assemblage. While Bryan is like- 
ly to carry off the prise Folk's advent 
as an avowed aspirant will attract na- 
tional attenion to. his appearance at the 
Iroquois banquet.

Los Angeles Frustrates 


Break by Discovering

SAN JOSE, March 29.—Excitement

Lochwitzky said that he was formerly 
a nobleman of St. Petersburg, but having 
incurred the displeasure of his country 
on account of his efforts to establish bet- 
ter schools had been sent as a political 
exile to thp island of Saghallen. in the 
North Pacific. After serving his term he 
was permitted to go to Vladivostok, from 
where he escaped and went to Japan to 
teach in a military college at Tokio. He 
then came to America. 


In telling the story of his life Colonel 


Lochwitzky said: 


"Appearing before you as one who is 


under the ban of the Government of his 
native land, by reason of political of- 
fenses, it is proper at the Outset that 
I.should tell you that I am not a nihilist' 


I nor a member of any socialistic society. 
' Nevertheless I-fell under suspicion and 


the Government put me into the dungeon 
of St. Peter and St. Paul, that horrible 


1 fortress prison, on an island in the River 
| Neva, .just opposite the splendid Winter 
Palace. 


FIFTEEN MONTHS IN DUNGEONS. 
"I spent fifteen months In the dungeons 


and then the Czar ordered me to be sent 


and believed that I b'd been murdered. 


WAS NOT A SOCIALIST. 


"The Czar heed hot have been con- 
cerned leet 
1 should - spread socialism 


among the convicts, for I was so weak 
after my incarceration • in the dungeons 
that I could-not have -spread butter on 
hot toast. I was finally ordered to be- 
come a tailor, but I was - too weak to 
work, and with. a little money that I 
had I hired an expert -convict tailor to 
do the work 
for 
me. 
A 'surgeon in 


charge of the hospital took pity on me 
and out of the goodness of his heart ami 
to make things easier for me declared 
to the Governor of the Island that I was 
a harmless lunatic. I afterwards got a 
job as clerk in the asylum. 


SERVES HIS SENTENCE. 


"After serving my sentence I went to 
Vladivostok. 
There I. was secretary to 


the British Vice-Consul, but again got 
into trouble with the Russian gendarmes 
and had to escape to Japan. When the 
war broke out .1 had to go to China. 
From.China I came to the United.States 
and took out papers declaring my inten- 
tion to become an American citizen. 


IS PERSECUTED NOW. 


"But even, here, in. the land of the 


free, I am persecuted ' by the spies of 
the Czar and ' attempts are now made 
to harm me—to kidnap or poison'me— 
as it is often done with the Russian ex- 
iles.

"Americans.' These exiles, yoor fellow 


beings, who are condemned by the cruel 
Czar to the inhuman, savagery, to physi- 
cal and mental torture, are not crimi- 
nals by the laws of any. civilized nation 
on earth.

government of their ruler.. 


"The people of Russia must cast out 
this system if they would have their 
country stand with honor among the na- 
tions of the world.

Isaac L. Requa 


A useful life ended when Isaac L. Requa passed away. His career 


is an instructive example for the modern generation. 
His death is a 


distinct loss to the community. . 


Mr. Requa represented not only a sterling quality of citizenship, 


but exemplified in a singular degree the adaption of the native Amer- 
ican to condition and circumstance and his capacity for forcing him- 
self by pure merit from the rear to the' front rank of society. 
In 


everj sphere of endeavor he displaced the qualities which command 
respect, invite confidence and insure promotion. Possessing the old- 
fashioned virtues of frugality and temperance to a marked degree, his 
grasp of opportunity was large and his sense of responsibility great. 


As an employe, he made the business of his employer his own; 


as an employer he never forgot his interest in those who served un- 
der him, never shirked the responsibilities of his position nor ignored 
his obligations to the public or the interests committed to his charge. 
His sound judgment and native integrity of character made him a 
safe adviser, a sure friend and a capable administrator. 


Mr. Requa began life as a mechanic and died a banker and a 


millionaire. He p?ssed through many gradations in his ascent from 
the work bench to the counting room of a financier, but he owed noth- 
ing of his advancement to sharp practice or the shrewd turns now so 
aptly designated as frenzied finance. His straightforward mind re- 
volted against dealings of questionable morality and speculations that 
savored of gambling 
His clear sight enabled him to reap large re- 


turns on his investments, while fns thrift and economy early placed 
him in a position to avail himself of opportunities as they presented 
themselves. 


Hence he acquired wealth with honor, and bore himself =o erect- 


ly that his probity \\as never questioned, his word never doubted. 
That this can be truthfully said is a rare tribute to a man of such 
varied activities during periods, and among associations, when moial 
restraints were more or less cast off in the pursuit of wealth and 
pleasure. 


It was a trait of Mr. Requa's character that his style of living was 


ever in keeping with his means and the society into which he was 
thrown. He abhorred waste, but his tastes were fine and his spirt 
of hospitality large. 
His scale of living after fortune blessed him with 


ample means was expensively liberal, but never vulgarly extravagant. 
His menage was characterized by taste and refinement, an evidence 
of his capacity to enjoy wealth \\ithout making it an object of display. 
His home, therefore, was the abode of culture and the entertainments 
of which it was so often the scene peculiarly attractive to cultivated 
people. 


Mr. Requa never pursued wealth with avidity, but he continued 


to be a worker till the day of his death. He was a man who could 
not remain idle or engross himself in frivolous pursuits, or direct his 
activities to fads. 
Hs wholesome strong mind guarded him against 


the dry rot that often seizes upon men who have risen to affluence by 
their own exertions ajid his detestation of idleness and sloth kept him 
busy. To the last he remained a useful, hardy, upright worker, plain 
and modest in his demeanor, simple in his diet and austerely guided 
by his sense of duty. He was all that went to make up a sturdv man- 
hood. 


France and the Catholic Church 


In the debate in the French Chamber of Deputies over the bill 


to abrogate the Concordat, Count Boni Castellane said the measure 
did not mean separation of church and state, but the extinction of 
the church. The church is not to be extinguished by enactment of any 
parliament. Its relations with a particular state may be altered, but 
the church itself cannot be changed. It was not the creation of any 
legislative act and therefore cannot bo abolished by any assemblage 
of men. Whether the abolition of the Concordat which has existed 
betneen the French Government and the See of St. Peter is a wise 
measure can only be determined by time, and will therefore be viewed 
in different aspects by persons holding different views, but the idea 
that a creed which has existed since the founding of Christianity can 
be suppressed b> executive or legislative fiat in any country is absurd. 
In presuming to defend the church Count Castellane assumes that 
it is built on the sands of government favor. 


He is not the first man who has confounded the external with the 


internal. It is a common error to mistake the symbols of a faith for 
the essentials of the faith itself, and to look upn the ecclesiastical ma- 
chinery of a church as the fundamentals of that church. 
Lord 


Macaulay emphasized this in his famous essay on Von Ranke's His- 
tory of the Popes. Himself a disbeliever in the dogmas of the 
Roman church and a bitter opponent of its ecclesiastical system, he 
said "no \vork of human policy is more deserving of examination thafl 
the Roman Catholic church." 


It is to be observed that he characterizes it as purely a work of 


human policy. But he pointed out tha? it possessi" i the germs of 
indestructibility. When weakened by corruptions within and assail- 
ed by foes from without, it arose from what seemed at one time like 
ruin, purging itself of internal abominations and gathering strength 
in the very encounters which threatened its existence. The reforma- 
tion which projected itself outside the church and transformed mil- 
lions of its adherents into hostile elements worked even a more 
mighty cha.nge within. 
At the close of the gia/it struggle which 


convulsed Europe between the appearance of Martin Luther at the 
Diet of Worms and the fall of Rochelle, the church was spiritually 
stronger, immeasurably stronger than it was when Leo X. conferred 
upon Henry VIII. the title of Defender of the Faith. 


Count Castellane had better read Macaulay's asciption to the 


Roman church and Cardinal Newman's "Apologia" before he as- 
sumes that the legislature of France can decree the extinction of the 
church. His judgment is tainted by (.he belief tha.f laws create and 
exterminate faiths. The Catholic church is the largest and oldest 
branch of Christianity, and it will not perish so long as Christianity 
survives. The French Government may expel the discipline of the 
church, may put under ban its symbols and interdict its clergy, but it 
can no more destroy the seeds of the faith on which the church is 
founded than could Nero or Julian. They are of the life immortaJ. 


The Late Fred M. Campbell. 


"He ba^Tthousands of friends and but a single enemy—himself." 
That is the epitaph which should be recorded over the tomb o£ 


Fred M. Campbell, a man of varied gifts, many attractive qualities, a 
warm heart and a generous mind. 
( 


He had the raie faculty of making friends. 
To a superlative de- 


gree he had the faculty of helping othe'rs much better than he was a it,: 
to help himself. 
It was the irony of fate that some of the men whom 


he served best in critical stages of their careers requited him in.Jiflcr- 
ently—with ingratitude even. He was tietrajed by false friends, ^nd 
his ready helpfulness was abused by colder and more scheming natures. 
Yet he remained to the last the same free-handed, free-hearted lova- 
ble man he always was. Neither misfortune nor ingratitude could 
chill the warmth of his heart"or stifle the generous emotions of a 
joyous nature. 


Fred M. Campbell \\as peculiarly qualified to instruct and guide 


youth. His own mind was ardent and penetrating; it reveied in the 
color and virility of a healthy existence; his nature sympathized with 
the young and the aspirations of the young. His pupils always loved 
him; all remember him now with affection and respect. Whatever his 
own faults, he tausrht them to drink at the fountain o£ learning, pure 


and undefiled, and .irrjpressed upon tfieni the ge'nerous quality of his 
own mind. Thus he rendered so'clety and the cause of education a 
signal serviefi. 
« 


Mr. Campbell was personally responsible for many beneficial 


changes in the methods of teaching. For his work in this field the 
whole State owes him a debt of gratitude. His capacity for organi- 
zation was great, and lie did more,than any half dozen others to or- 
ganize the teachers of California into a cohesive force. His knowl- 
edge of human nature was large and intuitive, and its idiosyncrasies 
were to him a subject of both playful and speculative interest. lie 
appealed to human nature, but never exploited to his own benefit, and 
his knowledge of its weaknesses never destroyed his sunny confidence 
in it. He performed a work that a more austere temperament would 
have been incapable of performing and, unhappily for him, his failure 
to avail himself of the fruits 61 his own efforts caused many to under- 
value the quality and extent of his public service. 


Nevertheless the memory of Fred M. Campbell will linger long 


and pleasantly in thousands of hearts. There was no affectation or 
hypocrisy in his cfiafm of manner, and as Senator Hoar once said, 
"his wit was never a cinder'in-the eye of a friend." All his impulses 
were kindly, his social instincts genial. That his talents were more 
employed for the benefit of others than' for himself does not detract 
from them, but only emphasizes the fact that many gift-, are generally 
disassociated with the commercial faculty. 


It is stated that Russia has lost nearly half a million of men in

The statement may be exagger- 


ated, but it cannot be far from the truth. Coupled with this frightful 
depletion in fighting material, Russia's losses in ships, cannon, muni- 
tions and stores have been stupendous. 
The result is a financial and 


military debilitation which will increase;her weakness the longer the 
war continues. The policy of letting the Japs wear themselves out 
licking the Russians is, therefore, not a promising one. It is the only 
one proposed, however, in case the Japanese persist in demanding 
indemnity as the price of peace. 


nilking Butterflies and Sich. 


President Wheeler has stated on many occasions that -he Uni- 


versity farm should be situated as near to the University as the neces- 
sili.s and circumstances of the case %vill permit. This is the doctrine 
o£ common sense, and as such has been cordially endorsed by this 
nap'.r 
Since the Um/ci'- (»• 'h locaied in Alw J* county a number 


of our interior exchanges have assumed that THE TRIBUNE'S posi- 
tion is taken at the dictation of local interest, a presumption that is 
much easier to, advance than it is to controvert the governing prin- 
ciple of selection laid down by President Wheeler. However, one of 
our esteemed contemporaries, the Chico Enterprise, has ventured to 
meet the proposition that the farm should be located as near as pos- 
sible to the University. We give what it says in full that nothing of its 
weight and dignity may be lost on our readers, that not a jot of its 
cogency, wit and sarcasm may be wasted on the desert air 01 Butte 
county. 


"Some papers talk of locating the proposed agricultuia! farm 'con- 


venient to the State University.' They seem to forget that the proposi- 
tion is for a farm, not a resort for trired professors on the rocky defiles 
of the Berkeley Hills watching the boys gambol with the billy goats 
and the girls milk the butterfly. 
Oh, no—a farm with broad acres of 


real agricultural dirf. like there are in the Sacramento Valley; truly, 
'none-such.'" 


"Larn yer grandmother to milk ducks," as the ancient agricult- 


urist said to his son (fresh from school), who had tried to convince 
him that corn was not spelt with a k. As the old man's logic was re- 
inforced by a stout sapling handled with vigor, the younger genera- 
tion appreciated the force of the argument in behalf of the elder's 
spelling. Still the world has remained unconvinced. Perhaps the 
logic of our Chico contemporary will likewise lose its influence out- 
side the circumjacence of its influence. 
N 


But seriously, our interior friends give small thought to the Uni- 


versity in discussing this matter. 
They are trying to benefit their 


respective localities without giving consideration to the needs of the 
University. Indeed, they are disposed to sneer at that institution, 
and in such pithy and pointed "arguments" as the Chico Enterprise 
presents there is a note of derision for "book larair'." 


The ancient prejudice of the yokel who believes the evidences*of 


his calling which ding to his boots and appear in his garb are the 
best proof of his knowledge of scientific Husbandry still survives. 
We 


see its outcropping in the spirit that scoffs at a ma,n whose clothes 
fit him and whose figures of speech are not drawn from the pig pen 
and the manure heap. This type is completely exemplified by the 
Russian peasant, who sleeps in the garments of his daily toil and 
houses himself with his cattle and poultry. No doubt the Moujik 
is nearer the soil than most anybody else, and no doubt he shares the 
contempt of our Chico contemporary for professors and schoolin' and 
sich, but nobody pretends that he is either scientific or successful in 
his modes of tillage or in his manner of securing the largest share of 
the comforts of life that his calling and condition will permit. 
His 


objection to innovation is doubtless deep-rooted, and in all likelihood 
he is suitably impressed with the idea that a cultivated mind can have 
no knowledge of cultivation of the soil. If a Russian peasant were 
editing a paper in Chico he would probably feel sure that milking 
butterflies is the chief accomplishment taught in agricultural schools, 
and that a University farm will be useful in ratio to the distance it is 
removed from the "University.

She took a corner on the 
main floor of a woman's hotel, furnish- 
ed a pretty parlor and put out her 
shingle. 
Since then she has learned 


much. 


For years it has been the custom of 


the man who pays five or ten cents 
for a shine daily to say that the Amer- 
ican 
woman of all ages Is careless 


about the coverings o£ her pedal ex- 
tremities. She might be dressed with

would be shabby, possibly run down 
at the heel, and quite sure to need 
blacking. These things have been grad- 
ually changing, especially since

Sev- 
eral shnos now blacken free of charge 
all shoes which the woman buya 6l 
them, and se is gradually seeing the 
need c! it. 


This the "lady" bootblack has dls- 


! covered, bill she also says it will bo 
some time before the greater number 
of women will not think twice before! 
spending a nickel for a shine, and the 
first thought will usually counsel them 
to save the money to put into a swell 
hat. 
However, there are .women who 


come as regularly to the bobtblacM's 
chair as any man, and others come 
once, twice or three times a week. 
Still others send in their boots from 
the hotel or the houses about. 
The 


boys call for them at regular intervals, 
and they are polished or shined and 
new lacings are put IE or buttons re- 
placed. It costs 15 cents for a full set 
of seven buttons, and the lacings cost 
the regular price, 
according to the 


quality and material. 


Occasionally the economical woman 


comes in who has bought her lacings 
at a bargain sale, and brings those in- 
stead of purchasing from the estab- 
lishment, and when they are put on 
for her she gets a little.more than her 
money's worth. . 


Quite the' funniest of the customeis 


are those who come in to have their 
boots buttoned; They are the. "beats" 
of the trade. A stout woman, with a 
v.'heeze in her voice, will come ponder- 
ously into the little parlor, climb with 
difficulty into a chair, and say to the 
boy:

tience: 


"My lord, do with me that which 


thou deemest will be most for thine 
honor and solace, for that I shn.ll te 
content withal, knowing as I do that 
J was unworthy of this dignity to which 
thou hast advanced me." 


Griselda's husband, after robbing her 


of both her children and pretending 
:hat he-w.as about to divorqe her, .paid 
her the following tribute:

WATER TREATMENT" IS 
GIVEN INSANE PATIENTS 


One Woman is Kept in., the "Bath" 


For Fourteen Days. 


NEW YORK, March 19.—By the syste- 


matic use of various forms of hot and 
cold bathe, jets and douches, vapor and 
hot air baths, the Manhattan State Hos- 
pital on Ward's Island has done awiy 
entirely with «ed»tlveg or 
mechanical 


restraint for the patients, even when vio- 
lently demented or in strong deliriums. 


This hospital, the first public Institu- 


tion In the country to adopt the use ot 
water as a recognized part of its course 
of treatment, has been experimenting 
and tabulating the results for some time. 


Form* of "water treatment" are In use 


there which are slid not to have been 
tried elsewhere, notably the. "continuous 
b*th" for patients In violent delirum. 
The patient, placed In a bath tub of 
water at exactly blood heat, Is kept there 
under observation by experienced nurses 
and the physicians for hour«—for dayis If 
necessary—until the delirium has abated. 


In one case It wai found necesstty t» 
keep the patient Immersed iri the water 
fourteen days. She came out of the de- 
lirium and under other branches of the 
treatment recovered from her dementia. 
The death rale In such ca«c« wac for- 
merly elxty per cent but the physicians 
having charte of the experiments belltvc 
their treatment will gave the life of every 
patient under delirium, unless some other 
r&rm of Insanity or physical disease sets 
in. 


, Under the new scheme patients no 
longer subject to constraint are kept out 
of doors In tents and pavilions. Thej- are 
first examined carefully by a physician 
and the nurses who then from the data 
map out a plan of treatment. In some 
cases a bath i>f carbon dioxide has been 
used. An elaborate arrangement of bath 
apparatus has been established in th» 
hospital for U* full development of the

In the .local con- 
sumer's 
opinion, 
however, 
California 


wines .are the best, 99 per cent of that 
consumed here being made at home. R. 
M. Briare remarked in this connection 
that the people of 
California ditl not 


drink enough wine. It was stated that 
the greed and impatience of the Ameri- 
can vitlculturist is responsible for the 
objections to the product of this coun- 
try. In Europe wine is aged for a score 
of years and here sometimes but three 
months. 


It was announced that • F. G. Eiben, 


one 01" the directors, is to start for the 
Fatherland on April 10. C. Sharpe moved 
that the exchange give him a letter of 
introduction to the merchants on the 
other side and it was carried. A motion 
to have the letter written in German was 
lost.

Despite his age Mr. Heqi'i died In

mining, and in 1S56 achieved satisfac- 
tory returns by fluming the middle fork 
of American River at Big Bar. This 
was an ambitious undertaking, and dis- 
played the tireless energy which was 
characteristic of the man through life. 


He continued in this field of activ- 


ity until 1S61, when he went to Vir- 
ginia City, Nevada, where he became 
involved in the active, strenuous life 
on the Comstock, where he engaged in 
mining and milling with a resolution 
and determination to win the success 
which had been foreshadowed by his 
earlier achievements.

He favored all measures intended to 
develop -the resources of Nevada,. to 
repress the crime which was then ram- 
pant and to encourage men of large 
business interests to assume the re- 
sponsibilities ot public life. 


When Nevada was elected into 


State, Mr. Requa was nominate*, for 
Senator, b\it declined the. honor, 
be- 


cause of the engrossment of private af- 
fairs. 


He nevertheless found time to per- 


form the duties of chairman of the Re- 
publican State Central Committee of 
Nevada, and as such wielded a dom-
